THE STORM. = 

The River in the Poole is nearly as Much impeded 
by ice as about a month fince, owing to the heavy fall 
flrong ealterly winds, Small crafts are again, wm many 
places, Jaid up till a change of weather. 

_ The Thames has for the laft two days been frozen 
over at Execution Dock. A man in a boat was arreft- 
ed in his progrefs, near that quarter, early on Sunday 
morning, by immenfe fheets: of ice, with which, in a 
fhort time, he became completely inclofed, During the 
whole of that day he was difcovered from the fhore ma- 
‘king fignals of diftrefs ; but the ice was not fufliciently 
{trong to induce any perfon to venture Out to his relict. 
Yelterday morning he was feen in the fame fituation, 
without making any fignal whatever, and, from his mo- 
tionlefs ftate, the utmoft apprehenfions were entertained 
that the unfortunate man had perifhed by the extreme 
feverity of the weather, 

The late partial thaw occafioned the road between 
Leigh and Bexley, in Kent, to be deeply flooded to 
the extent of a mile and a’ quarter 5 and. on Sunday 
forenoon part of this water was fo frozen as to bear a 
horfe and a chaife.. In the afternoon it was with the 
utmott difficulty that two men and two boys, aflilted by 
three excellent dogs, were able to get a flock of fheep 
along the above fpace in upwards of four hours. 

The meflenger who left London on Friday night for 
Irelahd, did nat reach Northampton till twelve o’clock 
on Saturday, from which town it was impoflible for him 
to proceed, nor would any perfon furoifh him with a 
chaife and horfe till noon next day (Sunday,) when he 
fet out with: the Mail Guard and Mr Gibbs of that 
town, who furnifhed “the horfes. ‘The foow was in 
many places feven feet deep. . 

On Saturday lalt Roberts’s Telegraph coach loft a 
wheel near Northampton, on its way to town, by which 
the guard was thrown from his feat and killed on 
the {pot. ;
